years residential restrictions and 
that all funds for military training 
purposes, including ROTC andCM 
TC as well as Community Chest 
provisions for Boys and Girls 
Scouts, be used for this relief.

Bosses Fail to Get Scabs 


TO DEMAND UNION RATES ON RELIEF JOBS 
AND FIGHT ROLPH PLAN FOR MORE FORCED 


LABOR CAMPS; INSURANCE BILL PROPOSED 


Oregon and Washington Jobless to March on Salem and Olympia 


January 9—1000 Delegates Will Converge on 


Sacramento January 10 


900 JOBLESS MASS 


IN SEATTLE, WIN 
RELIEF INCREASE

SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 7. 
—The mass of workers at 
the County Hunger March 
voted for a committee of 25 
to take steps to call a State 
Hunger March on Olympia on 
January 9th when the State 
Legislature opens. 


Conferences will take 


place throughout the state, to 
organize united fronts be- 
hind the march. The line 
of march and other detail 
plans will be made public 
soon through the Western 
Worker.

SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 5.—900 
King County Hunger Marchers 
stormed into the County-City Build- 
ing here today, overflowing the 
assembly room, filling the corridors 
and stairway, and forced the County 
Commissioners to promise to grant 
their main demand: “Every unem- 
ployed worker to receive the full 
amount of relief specified in the 
official county schedule of food 
distribution of October 1932, with- 
discrimination of any kind.” 
Even during October, the unem- 
ployed never received the commis- 
sary relief that was officially al- 
loted them and at present they are 


getting only 60% of that amount. 
While several hundred unem- 
ployed were assembling at the 


County-City Building, 600 marchers 
paraded down Fourth Avenue in a 
driving rain. The rain- streaked 
banners of the Unemployed Coun- 
cil, several locals of Unemployed 
Citizens League, United Producers 
of Washington, and the Communist 
Party, showed that the demonstra- 
tion was a real united front. 

A meeting held outside the Coun- 
ty-City Building elected a commit- 
tee to present these demands: 


1.—Every unemployed worker to 
receive the full amount of 
relief specified in the official 
county schedule of food distri- 
bution of October 1932, with- 
out discrimination of any kind. 


2.—-All labor to be paid for at

MORE FORCED LABOR 
CAMPS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.— As 
part of the drive to force down the 
standards of the workers and fur- 
ther decrease relief in California, a 
conference is taking place in San 
Francisco on December 17 at which 
Governor Rolph and S. R. Black, 
chairman of the Labor Camps 
Committee, will be present, and ar- 
rangements will be made to apply 
for a loan of $750,000 from the R. 
F. C. in order to be able to finance 
the extension of the forced labor 
camps to include 15,000 this winter. 

The camps last year included 
only 3,200 men. This means that a 
drive will be launched throughout 
California to round up all the sin- 
gle unemployed workers who will 
be arrested on the charge of vag- 
rancy and sent to the camps. Al- 
ready notices have been hung up 
at many soup lines announcing that 
they will be closing soon and that 

i men should register. 

The State Hunger March will pre- 
sent as one of the chief demands 
the abolition of the camps and 
union wages for all work. Struggles 
against labor camps have already 
been started, especially among the 
seamen who are the first ones sub- 
ject to the drive.

One of the bosses’ 
flunkies in charge of preparing the 
lunch boxes, insisted that the work- 
ers pile the meat on the table, 
away the discolored, stinking parts 
and slice the inside for sandwiches.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. $.—_ 
The first organized blow against 


Rolph’s Forced Labor Camp system 
was struck today when a delegation 
of 35 workers, mainly unemployed 
seamen, demanded that Thompson, 
boss flunkey in charge of the Re- 
gistration Bureau for Homeless 
Men at 971 Folsom Street, stop 
forcing non-residents to go to the 
camps by eutting them off from the 
soup-line. 

Thompson was so surprised by 
the militancy of the workers he 
immediately granted several con- 
ecessions. Four workers whose tic- 
kets had been stopped were given 
new ones. 

Instead of speaking 
he was addressing stray dogs, as 
he usally does, he called the work- 
‘sentlemen.”

This means that many thousands more will be forced to 
do work paid at $4.60 and $5.00 per day for the equi- 
valent of prison camp standards. 


FAKE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


On the other hand a State Commission headed by 
Edward J. Hanna. as a result of a series of hearings, is 
now advancing a bill before the State Legislature which 
they call an “Unemployment Insurance Bill.” This is de- 
| signed to deceive the workers. 

The bill provides for a fund to which the workers and 
employers contribute and does not go into effect until 
1934. Payment which would amount to a ridiculously small 
sum for a period of 10 weeks in the year will not begin 
until 1935. Those now out of work, or such as do not hold 
steady jobs, particularly the migratory workers, would 
get nothing. Finally it would not be compulsory, but 
employers would be urged to carry it out in each industry. 

The bill is the crassest example of the many now being 
proposed thruout the country. in order to detract the work- 
ers from the fight for real unemployment insurance led 
by the Unemployed Councils. 

In Washington the relief allowances have been reduced 
to such a level that they are even far below the amount 
set by law. Forced labor is now being introduced where 
it did not exist vet. The script system is more and more 
serving as means of exploiting the unemployed through 
high prices in the special stores. 


BROAD UNITED FRONTS 


The Hunger Marches will have the task to stop this 

drive of the bosses. This will be possible if they represent 
a broad united front of all workers and farmers. In Wash- 
ington and Oregon the rank and file of the Unemployed 
Citizens League and even of the Socialist Party have been 
won for the campaign. In Southern California, special 
efforts must be made to win the rank and file of the many 
organizations mostly misled by “relief” fakers. 
5 | In building this powerful united front against starva- 
tion the American Federation of Labor must not be ne- 
glected. The recent Cincinnatti convention of the A. F, of 
L.. has shown that there is a great movement growing a- 
mong the rank and file for real unemployment insurance 
and not the fake proposal decided upon. 

On with the fight for powerful Hunger Marches along 
the entire West Coast.

While the Borax bosses are sell- 
ing their products to the imperial- 
ist war makers, United States and 
Japan governments agents in par- 
ticular, the mewspapers carry a 
smoke-sereen of big stories about 
disarmament, world peace, the mar- 
velous League of Nations, etc. 

The workers in the Western Bor- 
ax mine, meanwhile, are forced to 
put up with miserable conditions. 

The pay for this dangerous work 
is $3.75 for nine hours from which

On top the scale is $1.25 a day less. 
Incidentally, when a meal is miss- 
ed, as is often the case through 
sickness or fatigue, the men are 
charged for it.

International Events and Western Workers 


Now because there is a possibil- 
ity of recognition of the Soviet 
Union the entire capitalist reac- 
tionary capitalist press has begun 
a new howl against “barbaric Rus- 
sia.” Leading the pack is the old 
charlatan, Will Durant, with an ar- 
ticle in the current issue in the 
Saturday Evening Post, where he 
reviews all the old atrocity stories, 
about spies, people lying about the 
streets dead of starvation, ete. In 
order to clarify matters we pub- 
lish herewith a number of ques- 
tions commonly asked by Ameri- 
cans and the answer to them by 
D..S. Manuilsky, a leading Soviet 
Union delegate to the Comintern. 

QUESTION—ls it true that the 
conditions of the workers have 
become worse in the past few 
years? 

ANSWER-—*‘‘Among our achieve- 
ments we must mention firstly, 
the raising of the material and 
cultural standard of the toiling 
masses. I am not speaking only 
of the fact that wages here are 
continually rising, that from 1928 
to 1982 wages in all branches of 
national economy have risen on 
the average by 62 per cent. The 
general budget of our national 
economy increased from 11 bil- 
lion roubles in 1928 to 26 billion 
roubles in 1932. 

“Tam speaking of the fact that 
we have no unemployment, that 
the number of factory and office 
workers from 1928 to 1932 has 
almost doubled, reaching a total 
of 21 millions, that the material 
and cultural requirements of the 
masses are constantly rising, that 
the outlay for social insurance, 
for cultural services, education, 
medical service, etc., has doubled 
during these four years, reaching 
an average of 200 roubles per 
worker in 1932. 

“House building is developing 
in our industrial district (from 
1928 to 1931 we provided houses 
for 3 million workers, and in 1932 
alone a further 3 million work- 
ers will be provided with house 
accommodation), New industrial 
centers are being built, public 
dining-rooms are being developed 
and already provide for 35 per 
cent of the population. Oppor- 
tunities have been created for 
every worker to improve his 
qualifications, the doors of our 
universities are wide opem for the 
children of workers and peasants. 

The workers in capitalist coun- 
tries, who in their countries ex- 
perience the very opposite of 
this, cannot but feel moved at 
the majesty of this land of so- 
cialist construction. They cannot 
but be fired by the stupendous 
cultural revolution that is taking 
place in this former land of il- 
literacy, where in the third year 
of the Five-Year Plan, those able 
to read and write already repre- 
sented more than 81 per cent of 
the population. Among the peas- 
ant women already 50 per cent 
were literate. 

“It is only in the U. S. S. R. 
that science, art, and culture are 
for the toilers, The entire land 
of the toilers, under the _ prole- 
tarian dictatorship, has grown in 
stature by several heads. The in- 
tellectual level of the masses has 
grown, they have advanced from 
their own midst tens of thou- 
sands of talented organizers for 
new socialist economy. 

“In 1932 the total circulation 
of newspapers reached 40 mil- 
lions, i, e., ten times as much as 
in Tsarist Russia. In 1932 there

In universities 
alone, in 1931, about 400,000 stu-

collective farmers. 
QUESTION:—Why is there a 


shortage of goods in the Soviet 
Union? And does a shortage of 
goods mean that the people are 
getting less food and clothing than 
before? 


ANSWER—‘‘There 
age ot things because socialism 
has increased the requirements 
of the toiling population of 160 
million who in the past dragged 
out miserable and wretched lives, 
lived amidst filth and vermin, 
ete... ate grass in famine years, 
died from epidemics. 

“Before the war made 25 
million pairs of boots a year and 
now make 80 million, i. e., 
three times as many, and _ still 
there is not enough, because our 
peasants no longer want to wear 
bark shoes, because the nomad 
tribesmen of yesterday, the Kir- 
ghis, now work in a factory, and 
now justly demand a house with 
electric light, a bath, soap, work- 
ing garments, tactory-made boots. 

“The standard of life of the 
formerly privileged classes and 
groups has fallen. The relics of 
the old bourgeoisie and their han- 
gers-on, the _ intelligentsia, the 
Government officials, the urban 
petty-bourgeoisie, the ex-traders, 
the owners of small workshops, 
etec., have a lower standard than 
they formerly enjoyed, but we 
have improved the standard of 
life of the main strata of the 
toilers of the 108 nationalities 
which inhabit the U.S. S. R., and 
which the old system tried to con- 
vert into human manure for the 
benefit of Russian imperialism. 

“There is a shortage of things 
because we have to economize 
on the light industry so as to 
build up heavy industry as the 
basis of our economic independ- 
ence and as a material guarantee 
against military surprises. There 
is a shortage because the popu- 
lation in this country is increas- 
ing at a faster rate than in any 
country in the capitalist world. 
The birth-rate is rising, and this 
is the first sign of an improve- 
ment in the material conditions 
of the masses.

“Finally, in place of the ap- 
proximate 2,000 machine tractor 
Stations that we have today, we 
will have about 614 to 6 thousand 
stations with an aggregate power 
equal to an average textile mill.
